FORM OF FUTURE GOVERNMENT. 


THIS QUESTION NOT EXPLICITLY 
ANSWERED. 


In an Interview Prof. Schurman Indi- 
cates That He Favors Self-Gov- 
ernment Under American 
Protectorate. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The preliminary 
report of the Philippine Commiss‘ton, made 
to the President and given to the public 
to-day, is disappointing. It does not in ex- 
plicit terms cover the vital question, the 
one in which the American people are mvoSt 
interested—the future government of the 
islands. 

It makes no recommendations for the fu- 
ture, other than that the war must be 
prosecuted to c successful ending. 

The one point meade clear is that Ad- 
miral Dewey did not promise, on behalf 
of his Government, independence to the 
Filipinoe. 

The other features of the report are: 

That Aguinaldo forced the war upon the 
United States. , 

That there was no time after Deweys 
victory over the Spaniards when it was pos- 
sible to withdraw our forces 

That the insurrection is confined to six 
provinces of Luzon, with a population of 
only 1,500,000. 

That the Filipinos are not, at the pres- 
ent time, capabie of eeif-government. 

The report is a summary of conditions on 
the islands, as the commission left them, 
of the historical events which preceded 
the Spanish war and led to the original 
Filipino insurrection; of the exchange be- 
tween Admiral Dewey and the other Amer'- 
can commanders and the insurgents; the 
breaking out and progress of the present 
insurrection, and finally a statement of the 
capacity of the Filipinos for self-govern- 
ment. 

In explanation of his report, Prof. Schur- 
man said to-day: 

“As soon as the Tagalo insurrection is 
suppressed the United States should im- 
mediately establish a government, to be 
administered at first under the direction of 
the War Department, but by successive 
stages to finally be placed in the hands of 
the Filipinos under American sovereignty. 
My idea is that there should be eee tego 
self-government—a gradual development of 
home government as the Filipino becomes 
more experienced in political affairs and 
sufficiently educated to understand the 
questions with which he has to deal. 

“What the character of this government 
should be is a matter which has not been 
touched upon by the committee in its pre- 
liminary statement. I will not say that it 
has not been‘considered, for it has. It 
is proposed to deal carefully with this mat- 
ter in the report of the committee. I should 
think that at first there should be a Gov- 
ernor-General appointed by the Presideast, 
who should be assisted in administering 
the affairs of the island by a cabinet com- 
posed of representative men of the several 
tribes. This woula eventually develop into 
the legislature of the archipelago. The prov- 
inces should be administered by Americans 
or by educated Filipinos under American 
guidance, and the cities and towns by 
Mayors elected by the people, possessing 
certain educational or property qualifica- 
tions or both, as may be determined. It 
seems to me that the constitution prepared 
for the island of Negros by the committee 
is an excelNent instrument to consider in 
connection with the government to be given 
to the island of Luzon,” 

Admiral Dewey said of the report: 

“Tl indorse every work of the commis- 
sion’s admirable report. I can say this 
with perfect propriety, for the reason that 
I did not write it. It was written by the 
literary members of the <ommission after 
full and free conferences between us, but 
on every conclusion reached we were unan- 
imous. It is an absolutely truthful repre- 
sentation of all that has happened and of 
the existing situation. There has never 
been a moment since the first gun was 
fired that the United States could have 
withdrawn from the islands, and the rea- 
sons: set forth in the report as to why 
American control is essential are, in my 
opinion, immovable. There is no other al- 
ternative. That the Tagalos are realizing 
it is shown by the rapid disintegration 
from Aguinaldo’s ranks. 

“The later advices show a very decided 
improvement-in the situation. I look for 
an early termination of the war. In fact, 
I firmly believe that the bottom has 
dropped out of the insurrection.” 


After covering events which preceded the 
advent of Dewey on the scene, the Com- 
missioners submit the following memoran- 
dum by Admiral Dewey, giving the facts 
of his relations with Aguinaldo: 

Memorandum of Relations with Aguinaldo.—On 
April 24.. 1898, the following cipher dispatch ws 
received at Hong Kong from Mr. E. Spencer Pratt, 
United States Coneul General at Singapore: ‘‘Agu!l- 
naldo. insurgent leader, here. Will come Hong 
Kong. Arrange with commodore for general co- 
operation insurgents Manila if desired. Telegraph. 
Pratt.”’ 

On the same day Commodore Dewey telegraphed 
Mr.» Pratt: ‘Tell Aguinaldo come soon as possi- 
ble."’ The necessity for haste being due to the fact 
that the squadron had been notified by_ the —™ 
Kong Government to leave those waters by the fol- 
lowing day. The squadron left Hong Kong on _the 
morning of the 25th, and Mirs Bay on the 27th.

Mayor Ziegenhein has not confirmed the 
Fire Department appointments. He has 
given no intimation of his intentions to 
Chief Swingley, but was in close consulta- 
tion Friday morning with one of the As- 
sistant Chiefs.

The delay in confirming the appointments 
has given rise to a question as to the status 
of the monthly men.

Health Commissioner Starkloff has not 
sent in his eppointment. There are many 
rumors about the reasons for his delay, 
but he insists it is due solely to the difti- 
culty of completing the list.

The offices of the company are at 144 
North Main. Reilroad passengers who pass 
the works on the Main street side can gain 
no adequate idea of their extent owing 
to the steep grade toward the river. 

@ works cover more than two city 
blocks, or an area of five acrés. A private 
switch, 600 feet long, extends along the en- 
tire side of the shipping rooms and the 
cars are pulled right up to the doors. There 
are facilities for loading ten cars at a time. 
The company has also a spur running into 
its yard, enabling it to get its iron, coke, 
coal and other supplies without teaming. 
The molding floors alone cover several 
acres of ground. Two cupolas are kept in 
blast all the time, with a capacity for 
melting 160,000 pounds of iron a day.

The 
pattern and plating departments alone 
would be large plants if. detached and 
the sample room contains a most complete 
array of stoves of every size and description. 
Here the prospective purchaser can sg¢6 
3000 stoves, no two of them alike. |

Nevertheless ther 
was not so much as a ruffle upOn any of the 
three ‘loose rugs she must have trod upon 
or staggered over in order to get into the 
Passageway in which her corpse was dis- 
covered one week later.
